Till: NEW IRON BRIDGE.

The captain himself says that "half 
the people whoare drowned lose their 
lives because they do hot. realize that a 
boat cannot sink. An iron vessel might,. 
or a ship loaded with a heavy.cargo, 
but a row boat, sail boat or ordinary 
wooden vessel may capsize, but will, 
nevertheless, float. The passengers on 
the great ocean steamers run some risk 
when they go to sea, but all around the 
deck they see wooden boats hung up on 
w&ieh they are taught to depend for 
thfeir lives i| the big steamer goes down. 
These boats are often crushed against 
the great vessel or are capsized in 
lowering. I am alone in a wooden boat 
entirely under my own control, and, in 
my. opinion, far safer than others." An 
ingenious theory but hardly a fair one. 

Capt. Andrews is by, trade, a piano 
maker. He built the "Sapolio" at At- 
lantic City in the presence of hundreds 
of people, and -exhibited it on the^ Long 
Pier for several weeks.

thrown in. , This Columbus is sailing in 
a boat which had never ' been in water 
until the hour when he started on his 
4,000 mile trip. He has been spoken 
in mid-ocean several times, scorning all 
assistance • and confident of ultimate 
success. His effort Should interest all 
Americans as a test of pluck, endurance 
and good seamanship. That it is not a 
foolhardy affair is proved by his for- 
mer success and by the notable" trip in 
which he battled for sixty-two days 
without reaching the other side. Thou- 
sands of people saw the start, his pres- 
ence at different '.points' on the ocean 
has been noted by large numbers of 
yessels, and his landing on the other 
side will no doubt be made a matter of 
public demonstration and rejoicing. As 
he sailed 'from the pier he said, "In 
sixty days I will be in Spain," and up 
to the last reports he hiid made better 
time than he anticipated. Every day 
during the voyage a bottle will be 
thrown overboard noting the location 
and other information about the trip.'

: '- FAST rRAILRdAD RUNS. 

The Capacity for Speed in the Locomotive 
of the Present 1 Day. * 

Fast runs by railroads are the order 
of the day. Even temporary solutions 
of the ^much-agitated ^problem are not 
reached ^when a phenomenal record- 
breaking run is made, for the future 
railroad speed enthusiast is' not content 
to stop at any Waypoint this side of one 
hundred miles an hour. 

Fast travel has been a vital factor in 
passenger transportation since -the in- 
troduction of steam as a motive power, 
and although the principle and its ap- 
plication has been brought to a state of 
wonderful development; it is not ■ yet 
definitely determined . to what higher 
degree it may be increased 

It is a fact beyond dispdte'- that the 
present day locomotive surpasses its 
predecessor of thirty years ago in'the # 
character of construction, weight and. 
durability, but its speed, producing 
qualities have not improved in the same 
proportions, even though such has of 
late been denied in a series . of maga- 
zine artieles.v Spurts of speed of great 
.velocity have been made and main- 
tained for short distances within the : , 
past few years, but the engine of thirty 
years ago was just asxapable- of speed 
under like conditions, viz.: improved 
condition of roadway, heavy rails, mod- 
ern appliances, such as air brakes and 
the blocs signal system. 

ItisnoJ common "occurence for loco- 
'motives / drawing heavy passenger 
trains tq run a mile in fifty seconds on 
regular schedule, and special-runs of a 
.mile in forty seconds have been reported. ' 
Some time may. elapse before the ninety 
miles between -Philadelphia and New; 
York will be covered by Regular trains 
in as many minutes, or/ the 228 miles 
between New York and Washington in 
fourbours, but with the continued im- 
provement in trackage- track tanks, 
the elimination of curves and of grade 
crossings, train-running on such fig-., 
gures are inevitable and the standard 
locomotives in present use will perform 
the service. The question of speed for 
short distances 1 will be settled first 
The next move will be in accelerating 
the speed of long-distance express trains. 

All the leading' lines of this country 
can schedule and run their pet through 
express trains at an avarage rate of 50* 
to 60' miles an hour, with relay ' en- 
gines at the 100 miies. Instances may 
be cited, however, to demonstrate the 
fact that a locomotive may be depended 
upon to perform extraordinary long dis- 
tance work. In 1876 a Pennsylvania 
standard" locomotive, with two heavy 
sleeping cars and. a dining car, covered 
the -distance between Jersey City and 
Pittsburgh, 438.5 miles, without a stop, 
in Q05 minutes, an average rate of 4S>£ 
miles an' hour. This is still one of the 
best long distance trips on record 

The standard locomotive. 105S, which 
drew the special train of the delegate^ 
to the International American confer- 
ence, to the Rocky mountains, traversed 
the rails of twenty distinct lines of 
railroad and covered 10,000 miles in its 
course without accident of any kind or 
unreasonable delay. During the prog- 
ress of the "journey many qualities oi 
coal — good, bad, indifferent and vile— 
were encountered;' but the stalwart ma- 
chine never failed to respond to the de- 
mands of its master. 

The local fast run, however, is of 
chief interest to the businessman, whose 
time in every instance means money. 
Think of. the inauguration of an "Em- 
pise state express" thirty years ago, oi 
the Bpeed and luxury of some of thfl 
through limited express trains of to*" 
day. It would seem with present im- 
provements in roadways and' machines 
that fast time between cities like New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore or Wash- 
ington will continue to be accelerated 
in deference to the 'demands of busi- 
ness, and if the -measure - of speed is to 
be taken in individual miles, Buch traini 
will be supplied to furnish the standard. 
— Philadelphia Press. 



Oddities About the Blvor Kile. 
The Nile has a fall of but six inches 
to the thousand miles. The overflow 
commences in June every year and con- 
tinues until August, attaining an eleva- 
tion of from twenty-four to twenty-six 
feet above low water marie, and flowing 
through the "valley at Egypt" in a 
turbulent body twelve -miles wide. 
During the last thousand years there, 
has been .but one . sudden rise of the 
Nile, that of 1829; when. 30,000 people 
were\drowned. After the waters recede 
each year -the exhalations from the mud 
are simply intolerable to all except 
natives. This mud deposit adds about" 
eight [inches to the soil every century- 
and.'throws a-muddy embankment from- 
twelve to sixteen feet into the sea every 
year. . This being the caw it is plain* 
that the mouth of the river is thous- 
ands of feet further north than It was- 
in the time of the Ptolemies, anditi*- 
only a question of time when the sedi- 
ment will make a .dam entirely acrosi-

If no other Issue 
were Involved In the campaign, this ^one 
would give ll momentous importance. Are the 
farmers of the great grain-growing states will- 
lug to surrender the.^e new, large und Increas- 
ing market* for their surplus:* . Are we 
t,i have nothing in exchange for the 
fr'-e importation of Migar and cOfTeR 
und at the sjnv lime to destroy 
l!ies»;;ar planters of the south and tho beet- 
■ugar industry of th« northwest and of the 
I'.uillc coast; or are we to have the taxed sugar 
ami enffee. which a 'tariff for revenue only' 
iipccs-arlly involves, with the added loss of the 
new markets which have been opened? 

'The declaration of the platform In favor of 
'the American doctrine of protection' meets my 
most heirty approval. Tho convention did not 
adopt a. schedule but a principle that Is to con- 
trol all the tariff schedules'. There may bo dlf- 
f.rencei of opinion among protectionists as to 
the rate uikmi particular articles necessary to 
effect an equalization between wages abroad 
and at l.jme. In some not remote national 
campaigns the issuu has been—or, more cor- 
rectly, has ben mado to appear to be— 
befvi.-n a high and a low protective tariff, 
both panic i expressing some solicitous 
rn;ard for tho wages of our workiug 
[x-oiJe and for the prosperity of our domestic 
Indus tries. Hut under a more courageouw lead- 
ership toe democratic party has now practically 
declared that. If given power, it will enact a 
tariff law without any regard to Its effect upon 
wages or uj»n the capital invested In our great 
Industries." 

The president at great length discusses tho 
Intlui'tices of the existing tariff law upon the in- 
terests of capital and labor, and .says: "N'o In- 
telligent advocate of u protective tariff claims 
that it is able of itself to maintain a uniform 
rate of wages without regard to fluctuations In 
the supply of and demand for the products of 
lal-or. but It is conlldently claimed that protec- 
tive duties strongly tend to hold up wages and 
are the only barrier against u reduction to the 
European scale. 

The fact that there Is .not much diffcrcnci 
belv,*e.-n the platforms of the two parties in 
regard to Hilver accounts for tho brief spaoe 
which the president gives the subject It Is 
enough, however, to emphasize his unalterable 
opposition to free coinage under present eon- 
dltluns. U'cause this would bcnt'tlt other coun- 
tri'-s at the expense If the United States. He 
Is hop-fid i if practical results from the interna- 
tional conference which his admlnlstratloa has 
arranged. 

On the ;n called "force hill" the president 
takes hi-, stand for hor.e.-it elections, hut he does 
not .-ii :■■-'•■ A extreme legislation. Instead, he 
ri v'ati what lie said in his annual message 
- al-out the desirability of a nonpartisan com- 
mission, which would be able to see that 
substantial justice Is done In all fed- 
eral elections. In his discussion of 
the subject he cites the recent Alubama 
election where there was no republican ticket 
In the ti*dd, as a striking Illustration of what he 
terms a system which furnishes no security for 
per.-onal or political rights. He sa>*3 he will 
again urge upon congress that provisions bo 
made for the appointment of a non-partisan 
commission to consider the subject, of appoint- 
ments and elections In their relation to tho 
choice of rcderal officers. 

"When public affairs have been given a di- 
rection and business has adjusted Itself to 
tlios" lines any sudden change involves a stop- 
page and new business adjustments. If the 
change of direction Is so radical as to bring tho 
commercial turn-table into use the busi- 
ness changes involved arc not rcadjust- 
, me ni», but reconstructions. The demo- 
cratic party offers a programme of demoli- 
tion. The protective policy, to which all busi- 
ness, even that of the Importer, Is now adjust- 
ed; ihe reciprocity policy, the new merchant 
marine, are all to be dtmoll.died— not gradually, 
not taken down, but blown up. To this pro- 
gramme of destruction H has added one con- 
structive feature, the rci-s/ablt.shmcnt of state 
banks of Issue. 

■The policy of thn repurllcan party is, on the 
other hand, distinctively a policy of safe pro- 
fession and development— or new factories, 
new markets and new ships. It will Bubject 
business to no perilous changes, but offers at- 
tractive opportunities for expansion upon 
familiar llnea.

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Jack McAulirre, Id the Fifteenth Bound 
of a Most Terrific Fight at New Or- 
leans, Knocks Illm Out, ana Wins the 
Light Wolffht Championship. 

Olympic Club, New Orleans, Sept 
5. —Jack McAuliffe knocked Billy Myer 
out Monday night in the fifteenth 
round. McAuliffe seemed none the 
worse for his tattle when he got 
through, barring a series of body blows 
and welts on hi£ white skin. Myer 
was cut in the face and pretty badly 
wounded. It was fight from the word 
go. There were 0.500 spectators., The 
result of the fight also leaves Jack 
McAuliffe the light-weight champion 
of the world and the winner of a purse 
of S10,000 offered by the Olympic club, 
besides a side bet of S5,000. 

Myer and McAuliffe weighed in at a 
quarter to 9, the former at 137K 
pounds, McAuliffe at 137%. Capt Bar- 
rett arranged the scales upon' which 
the gloves were weighed, and finding 
them according to law, full five ounces, 
nodded his consent to the press repre- 
sentatives- that the gloves would do. 
"jl'rof." Duffy annouhcedjtbat Jim Col- 
ville, of Boston, acted as timekeeper 
for McAuliffe, while George K. 
Clark, of Chicago, did like service for 
Myer. Rube M. Frank acted as c-fficial 
timekeeper. .■ 

Jack McAuliffe was the first to enter 
the ring, which he did at 9:15. Myer 
came a moment later. Both men re- 
ceived great ovations. Knowledge of 
the fact that a pugilistic grudge of 
longstanding was about to be settled 
awakened tremendous applause. The 
men were called to the oenter of the 
ring by Referee Duffy, who, to- 
gether with Capt Barrett in- 
structed the men as to how they 
should abide by the Queensberry 
rules and the Olympic club rules 
as to breaking away. Joe .Choyn- 
ski and Prof. Robertson were Mc* 
Auliffe's seconds, while Jim Nelson held 
the bottle. Ed Myer, Alf Kennedy and 
John Eckert seconded Myer, while Alf 
Kennedy held the bottle. At 9:ii0 
everything was in readiness for the 
battle to begin, and both men sat in! 
their corners eyeing each other close- 
ly. The men. were ordered to shake 
hands at 9:25, and the gong for the first 
round was sounded. 

At 9:25 the fight began; It resulted 
in a. clean-cut victory for McAuliffe. 
There can be no' quibbling on that 
point He scored first knock-down 
and first blood, and had his man 
ffrogpy u na ^ dozen times before 
he administered the final blow in the 
fifteenth round, which dropped Myer 
to his knees and rolled him against the 
crimson ropes. 

It was a heavy right hand swing that 
did the trick, and McAulirTe was borne 
triumphantly on his seconds' shoulders 
to his corner. The WiUiamsburgerwas 
made tlie recipient of hearty applause. 
The "Williainsburgcr's seconds opened 
champagne in his corner, while Myei 
was offered a glass of the wine by his 
conqueror, which was accepted, and a 
hearty handshake wound up the great- 
est battle recorded in the lightweight 
class since the days of Billy Edwards, 
Barney Aaron and Sam Collyer,

Three More Cholera Patients Die on th< 
Quarantined Ships and Fresh Casei 

Appear. 

Nkw Yotek, Sept. 6.— The Normannia 
had three new cases of cholera Mon- 
day, one of which was fatal. The vic- 
tim was Otto Engel, aged 20, one of the 
crew. The Rugia had three new cases, 
of which one died, Johanna Buss, aged 
54. On tlie Moravia there were no new 
developments. Among the Normannia's 
passengers on Hoffman island one new 
case was transferred to the hospital on 
Swinburne island. There one child 
died Monday, aged 5 months. At the 
present time there are eight sick per- 
sons on Swinburne island, the doctoi 
says. 

Hoarders are leaving the hotels along 
the shore near quarantine in large 
numbers, owing to the presence of the 
pest ships. They fear that the cholera 
may.sprcad to State n Island and the 
island will be quarantined. There ii 
apparently no conflict between the 
state and federal authorities in the 
matter of detaining vessels. Dr. Jen- 
kins declares that he will hold ships 
from infected ports for not only twenty 
dayls, as directed in the president's 
proclamation, but. thirty or forty days 
if necessarj'. The board of health has 
issued an official bulletin declaring'thal 
no cases of cholera have occurred ia 
this city and that the city is now mor# 
exerppt from contagious diseases than 
at any time in several years. The 
death rate last week was 20.38 in 1,000. 
being the lowest death rate in this citj 
in anv week since November.

UENKINS BACKS DOWN.' 

New York's HealtVoiBcer'Wlll Becognfc© 
President Har^son^, Circular. 

New York, Sept 7.— Tho' following 
is the pith of Dr. Jenkins' reply to tho 
president's .circular. After citing the. 
president's twenty-day- circular,. Dr; 
Jenkins says: 

"This order I consider establishing an un- 
varying rule for ihe first twenty days after -a 
vessel carrying immigrants has reached^ this 
port, whether, such vessel has come from an 
Infected port or otherwise, and whether she has 
sickness on board or otherwise, viz: A (hiarau- 
tlne detention of twenty days. In all cases of 
vessels carrying immigrants. 

"In view of the misconception in certain quar- 
ters' of my position It is appropriate for me to 
*ay that -while: -I have expressed the opinion 
that the order In Its breadth, as made, reaches 
beyond the authority of the' federal of- 
ficials, I shall, of course take no action, 
which would involve a less strict quar- 
antine than that ordered by the presi- 
dent The rule will be enforced by me 
strictly; The only exception in the order Is as 
to vessels afloat September 1, and ns"to those' 
It Is provided they will be made tho subject of 
special consideration upon due application to 
-the, department. I understand from this that 
the treasury department will mako the neces- 
sary investigation and will, in cases deemed 
by it proper, relieve the quarantine officers of 
the twenty-day rule established by the presi- 
dent I desire to say thnt in obedience to 
the president's order the quarantine officers will 
not assume authority to pass any vessels .com>- 
Ing'into^tfiis port with Immigrants until twenty 
aays' detention at quarantine has been had r ex- 
cept in cases where the president's ordor shall 
be suspended by the treasury department.

Health Officer Port of New York." 
New Yobk, Sept 7.— There'are ten 
new, cases of cholera on the steamship 
Rugia .and three on; the- Nor- 
nianuia, . and one patient died Mon- 
day,, night. . If ' there had been any 
doubt that the other deaths were - 
caused by genuine Asiatic cholera, there 
was hohe'concerning.tHe cause of the 
death of the child fchat'died on the Rugia 
Monday night The situation at quar- 
antine is aggravated by the f atit that 
the new cases which have developed 
appeared after every precaution pos- 
sible had been taken by the health 
officers. 

Ex-Congr3ssman J. P. Sanborn, of 
Michigan, who up to the time of the 
Minneapolis convention was a member 
of the republican national committee, 
and Henry Howard, a prominent 
lumberman and president of a bank in 
Port Huron, Mich., arrived in this 
city ' a few days ago to meet 
their families, who were aboard the in- 
fected Hamburg- American steamship 
■Normannia. Messrs. Sanborn and How- 
ard are indignant about what they 
denounce as the .outrage perpetrated 
upon their families ■ by the agents 
of the steamship company at South- 
ainpton. Mr. Sanborn says they 
were induced to go aboard on the 
representation that the ship would 
carry no steerage passengers, and if he 
finds there is any way in which the 
company can be made to settle for, the 
damage done to "their .baggajje by the' 
process of disinfecting it he will bring 
suit. 

Lansing, Mich., Sept 7. — At a spe- 
cial meeting of the state board of' 
health Tuesday it. was ordered that no 
immigrants from any European port by 
way of Canada shall be permitted to 
enter Michigan after the 9th inst until 
such immigrants shall have, undergone 
quarantine detention for twenty days, 
and had their baggage inspected and 
disinfected. Travelers passing through 
Canada from Europe, shall, together 
with their baggage, be subject to in- 
spection before being permitted to en- 
ter this state. 

London, Sept 7. — John C New, the 
American consul general here, was in- 
terviewed Tuesday relative to the ac- 
tion taken by the steamship companies 
in regard to the steerage traffic Mr.

DIXON IS CHAMPION. 

The Colored Featherweight Whips Jack 
Skelly at New Orleans In Eight 

. Rounds. 

New Orleans, Sept 7. —George 
Dixon, the. colored bantam champion 
of the world, knocked out Jack Skelly 
Tuesday night and became feather 
weight champion and the possessor of 
B17.500 in stake and purse money. 

Time was- .called at. 9:18. The first 
knockdown was scored by Dixon in 
the second- round, the negro catching 
his opponent ", with a terrific right; 
hander in the neck. In the fifth round 
Skelly was punished somewhat and, 
while showing some weakness, was 
still game. In the sixth Dixon pounded 
Skelly'sface until it was raw, the call 
of time only saving the latter from giv- 
ing up. The gong was again the. white 
lad's, savior, after he had been*aam- 
mered until he was almost helpless. ■-- 

Skelly had not wholly revived when 
he faced Dixon in the eighth. The 
black wonder was cautious for a mo-, 
ment until he was satisfied that his 
man 'was in his power, and then 
came the same whirlwind of blows 
that had taken all the life out of 
Skelly in the seventh jivith a heavy 
blow on the jaw.* Dixon again drove 
the white boy to the ropes and then 
dropped him to his .knees- with a 
straight arm punch on the chin. Skelly 
rose slowly, but before he could raise 
his guard the black boy was upon him 
like a tiger, " and with a terrific 
blow in the jaw sent him down for 
good. It was a full minute before the 
white boy . recovered consciousness. 
Dixon ran lightly to his corner, shook 
hands with his seconds and then went 
over to Skelly's chair and grasped the 
white boy's hands. 



FILLED WITH LEAD. 

Bloodshed at the Garfiold Park Baco 
Track In Chicago— J. M. Drown, a Noted , 
Horseman, Kill* a Policeman, Mor- 
tally Wounds .Another, and Is- Hlbuell 
Slain— Origin ot the Trouble. 

Chicago, Sept 7:— Blood was Vpilled 
at the Garfield park race-track Tnes- - \ 
day afternoon. The crack of the re- 
volver mingled with the cries of the 
Jockeys, and dead and wounded man 
were carried . from the. grounds 
in patrol wagons. J. M. Brpwn, part 
awner of the J. M^ Brown & Co. 
stables,' was- 1 killed after a desperate 
struggle with nearly fifty policemen. 
Officer John Powell was killed instant- 
ly, four bullets having cut their way 
through ,hls flesh and muscles. Officer 
Henry McDowell was probably mortal- 
ly wounded, and lies at . the point of 
death at the county, hospital. 

The events which culminated' Tues- 
day in the dramatic episode in Justice 
Blume's courtroom, mentioned farther 
Dn, and tho tragic scene at the Garfield 
Park race track had their origin in 
the refusal of Mayor Washburne to 
grant a renewal of the Garfield track 
License for the summer meeting. Last 
Friday a number of west side citizens : : r 
joined together an,d procured warrants 
for the arrest of /the race course offi- 
cials and employes on charge of dis- ■ 
orderly conduct 'and the carrying on of 
a public nuisance. Other raids followed 
daily, on Monday spectators being ar- 
rested as well as others. • 

Tuesday's triple tragedy occurred just 
outside the paddock at 2:80 o'clock, dur- 
ing the third raid of the track by the po- 
lice. The police h"ad\battered in the 
jates to the inclosure arid were swarm- 
ing through the grounds, around the 
grand stand and among the stables. . J. 
RI. Brown was pointed out as the owner 
of a horse a colored jockey was leading 
Dut Brown stood on the roof of a shed 
at the south'e.nd of the grounds. Offi- 
cer ^Villiam O'Donnell swung up on the ' 
roof and approached the horse owner, 
but was'jyarned away. He* turned and 
blew har^whistle and Ofiicer Harnett 
came to his assistance. 

"You arc under arrest,." they said. 
Brown placed his hand behind him and 
warned the men back or he would 
shoot" With that he drew his revolver. 
Right in line with the officers was a 
group of stable boys and : attaches be- 
low. A friend called out not to .shoot, 
as he would certainly kill some one in 
the crowd. The horse owner replaced 
his revolver, -dashed by the men and 
jumped to the ground, followed by the 
ofilcers, and ran across a. vacant space 
toward a group of cottages' and 
a house ' to the south in the 
course of erection. ;near -the corner 
Df Lexington and Springfield avenues. 
Answering the whistles came a dozen 
bluecoats, among them Officers John 
Powell and Henry McDowell- Halfway 
across the vacant tract Brown- turned 
and fired into the crowd of pursuers 
without effect. Another shot rang out 
and another and another, yet the pur- 
sued man hurried on. Reaching the 
alley between two cottages facing the 
street and the new building in the rear,' 
the hunted maa turned at bay, revolver 
in hand. ^ 

Ofiicer Powell sprung at him. As he 
3id so Brown brought" his revolver to 
bear upon the policeman and pulled the ' 
trigger. Seeing the motion Powell 
threw up his left arm and the bullet 
passed through the palm oj his hand 
and into the muscles of his arm, drop- 
ping out into • the officer's sleeve* An- 
other. shot-J went through, the offi- 
cer's stomach, xpmirig , out at 
the right of the spinal col- 
umn. Officer McDowell, 'who had 
gone around ■ in .front of the house, 
came into the alley across a vacant lot 
Just then Bro^n Btumbled and fell 
within a few-ieet' of his . victim, . and, 
crawling on his hands and knees I to- 
ward the prostrate Powell, he, 
placed the muzzle *" of h^s • re- 
volver against the officer's chin and- 
fired again- - The powder burned the 
chin and face and the ball lodged in'the 
brain. TurniDg upon the man nearest 
him he fired another shot and. Officer 
McDowell was mortally wounded. 
Before he fell a bulletf rom his revolver 
passed through Brown's breast,. tipped. 
the point of his heart and the horse- 
man fejl back dead, his head on his 
arm and h'is empty revolver in his hand. 

Col. James M. Brown was. an ex- . 
sheriff from Sherman, Texas. : 'He was 
a cool, quiet little .man, 53 years 
old, slight of build, pale of 
face, but determined and cour- 
ageous. He died as .he .would have 
chosen to die " had he- been" 
given his chance. His gun, emptied in ' 
every chamber, was clinched in his 
hand. He wore' his boots and be had 
put two more notches on. the stick that . 
was already scarred with the record 
of fourteen battles- to the death. 
He came to Chicago in May 
with a fine string of horses- which he 
entered at Garfhild park for the season. 
His leave-taking of Texas it is said was 
precipitated by .a murder committed 
April 27, 1893. Brown was worth at 
least half a milli6n. 

Chicago, Sept. V.— Mayor Washburne 
testified under oath, in Justice flume's 
court, that Chief of Police McCIaughry 
approached him. with' a proposition 
made by James Burke, Ed Corrigan's 
partner, to give, on behalf of the Haw- 
thorne .race track people, S50.000 to 
the republican campaign; fund if the 
city authorities would close the Garfield 
club track. The offer .was refused by 
mayor. Maj. McClaughry immediately 
afterward contradicted under oath this 
statement of his superior. - Who com- 
mitted the obvious perjury was not. 
developed by the subsequent proceed- 
ings. These sensational events took 
place at the hearing before Justice 
Blume at the Desplalnes Street station

partments, according to the size re- 
quired. \V1hti the trays nm plaeed in 
position the ilup door is raised, and the 
dry in*,' allowt-d to proceed An evap- 
orator on this principle is within the 
means of any fruit grower. It will dry 
two or three tons of fruit per day, ue- 
eordin;.' to the economy with which it 
is Used. 

I'or drying apples an apple parer is 
almost indispensable. One that will 
pee], e.ue and slice at the same time is 
very convenient and inexpensive. Many 
machines slice the fruit too thin for the 
best results. After slicing when the 
fruit is spread out on the trays, it is 
customary to subject it to the fumes of 
sulphur for a time. This is done to 
preserve the preen color of the fruit 
and to prevent the oxidization of its 
cut surfaces. When sulphur, is used it 
should be applied sparingly, for much 
damage to tie fhnor of the fruit m.13* 
result from over-sulphuring. When 
too much sulphur is ^iven, the fruit is 
Ideaehed white, and is tasteless, as dry 
as a chip and unhealthy. Indeed, with 
the ordinary kind of apples, sulphuring' 
is not required at all to maUe a prime 
marketable article of dried fruit. 

In this country where .sulphuring" 
fruit'lias largely increased during late 
years the sale of dried apples abroad has 
materially decreased because of over- 
Milphunn^. So much depends on the 
state of the fruit and the methods adopt- 
ed id sulphuring that but little informa- 
tion can be tfiven its to the actual quan- 
tity of sulphur necessary for a certain 
quantity of fruit. Where the fruit is 
for home consumption it is not neces- 
f-ary or desirable to use sulphur. — Farm 
and Home.

Wnrlile* In Cuttle. 
C. V. I'orter, writing in the Wiscon- 
sin Fanner, says: "In March, 1S90, I 
examined about forty cows' backs for 
warbles or grubs and obtained over 103. 
1 squeezed them out and crushed them. 
In ls'jl. repeated the operation on the 
same herd and got twenty grubs. To- 
day 1 examined thirty-five of the same 
cows and found not a grub. The young- 
utoek away at pasture last summer is 
well supplied with them, but the cows 
and heifers remaining at home are free 
from these expensive pests. I am thus 
led to believe that a farm may be rid of 
them with little trouble. 1 now kill 
them by smearing grease over their

FEEDING EXPERIMENTS. 

Rations of Turnip*' and Grata for Fatten- 
ing Sheep. 
The object of this experiment was 
to present an object lesson on the 
profits of the liberal feeding" of lambs 
that are intended for the market. Two 
lots of sheep and lambs were fed in a 
radically different manner. The ration 
of lot 1 was intended to be an intensive 
ration, or a copy of the method that is 
used for forcing; the growth of early 
lambs. On the other hand, lot 2 was 
fed in a manner similar to that which 
is adopted by many farmers, who con- 
sider the sheep an animal that can be 
successfully fed on the refuse of a barn 
without the addition of very much 
grain. The bheop of lot 1 received 
what good hay they would consume 
and a pound of grain each per day* 
IJesides this, the pen was so arranged 
that the lambs hud access at all times 
to a supply of mixed grain. The sheep 
of lot '2 were fed one-half pound/grain 
per head daily with what good hay 
they would eat. M he lambs of thjs lot 
were allowed no grain excepting what 
they ate from the mother's ration. The 
following' is a summary of the results 
of the experiment: 

1. Two lots of sheep, each contain- 
ing 1 ten sheep and twelve lambs, were 
fed for three months. 

2. One lot of sheep (lot 1) ate 3,000 
pounds of hay and 1,434 of mixed grain. 
The other lot (lot 2) ate 3,000 pounds of 
hay and 450 pounds of mixed grain. Lot 
1 ate, therefore, !>S4 pounds more of 
grain than lot 1. 

3. During the three months the sheep 
of lot i lost 101 pounds in weight, and. 
lot 2, 150 pounds, a difference in favor 
of lot 1 of 52 pounds. The lambs of lot 
1 weighed 545 pounds, and of lot 2, 304 
pounds, a difference in favor of lot 1 of 
1S1 pounds. 

4. The value of the lambs in lot 1 
was $54.50, and in lot 2, S21.S4, a differ- 
ence of SJ2.G0 in favor of liberal feed- 
ing, and a net gain above extra cost of 
grain of $22.47. 

5. The extra amount of grain fedt 
lot 1 was sold to the sheep at the rate 
of 871.50 per ton,— Maine Exp't Station 
liulletin.

How to Ilulld a -lIovaMo Feed Trough 
for Fowls. f 

In nothing are poultry keepers more 
culpable than in the manner they feed 
their fowls. The cleanest grains and 
mashes are thrown in the dirt and mud 
oftentimes, so that the birds are com- 
pelled to eat a greater or less propor- 
tion of filth. How to feed without hav- 
ing the food befouled by the upsetting" 
of the dish, by the wading through it 
of the flock, or by having it scratched 
full of dirt and manure, after the feed- 
ing is done, _ is a problem all of us 
would like to solve. The roosting- of 
fowls on or over feed troughs is still 
another practice everyone desires to re- 
form. 

These difficulties no longer exist, 
however, if one uses a protected feed

trough on wheels that can be rolled 
from the poultry house or yard as soon 
as it is empty. Such an invention 
greeted my delighted vision while call- 
ing on a neighbor recently, and is 
shown in Fig. 1. It may be made at 
home easily. To the edges of a board 
eight feet long and twelve inches wide 
are first nailed three-inch strips, form- 
ing n trough two inches deep. Short 
pieces of lath extend from these pieces 
on either side to a little ridge pole. 
The angle formed must not be a sharp 
one, but very obtuse, that the birds 



may reach between the slats and got 
every particle of the food. The slats 
need not ha very near together. The 
trough is mounted on littlo wooden 
wheels— disks sawed from a board, and 
fitted on axles of the same material, 
lldth axles are screwed firmly to the 
underside of the trough. In turning, 
it is easy to raise one end and swing it 
on the other wheels. A cord to draw 
it by is attached to either end. 

To put the food through between the 
slats would be a slow and difficult op- 
eration. To obviate the necessity for 
"doing this my friend has two flat 
boxes, one of which is seen in Fig. 3, 
each half as long as the feed car. 
These slide into it from cither end and 
fit loosely. They ar$ drawn out, filled 
and pushed back into place before the 
car is rolled among the birds. Said 
the owner: "My fowls were at first 
badly frightened by the rolling trough, 
but th3y soou came "to love it, and 
cling to it as a dear friend. As soon as 
the door opens now, they . fly to it and 
some even mount and ride in." It is a 
genuine labor sarer, never needs 
cleaning, and for soft feeds is without 
a peer in usefulness among poultry ap- 
pliances.' Whoever makes one will en- 
joy the consciousness of having provid- 
ed his flock with food free from filth, 
and his eggs and broilers will become 
greatly increased in value for the fam- 
ily table. — American Agriculturist
